Farm Relief Problems 


The more we hear about the operations of I he federal 
farm board, and its plans for the relief of the farmer, the 
more we are compelled to believe that real economic relief 
will come for agriculture when the men who till the soil 
make a greater and more systematic effort to help them­ 
selves than, heretofore, has marked the efforts ot the great 
majority. 
. 
, 
, . 
After some months of effort it now is admittee in 
Minneapolis and Chicago, the two great wheat markets ot 
this country, that the plans of the board to hold up the 
price of wheat through purchases by cooperatives have not 
been effective. 
Now there is a demand that it form an­ 
other corporation for the purpose oi buying up wheat, a 
a fixed price, and hold it off the market in order to prevent 
further declines. 
This is, in effect, government price lix- 
ing which those most interested in tarm relict horn a tfo\ 
ernmental point of view stated some time ago would not 
even be considered. 
But the matter has g o t t e n into the 
realm of politics, with the western o r agrarian bloc in a 
powerful position, and there is no telling what socialistic 
measures will be proposed or, possibly, put into e ec . 
Less than a month ago the secretary of the Minneapo­ 
lis Chamber of Commerce made a review of the whole sit­ 
uation, analyzing the theories and proposals of the farm 
board and predicted the breakdown of the collective mar­ 
keting plan. 
In this connection he cited the fact that C. W. 
Lonsdale of Kansas City had been offered the presidency 
of the Farmer’s National Grain Corporation at a salary ot 
$50,000 per year and that the offer had been declined. 
Mr. Lonsdale did not take the position because he did not 
believe the plans made would work out. 
In a telegram to 
Alex Legge, chairman of the farm board he said: 
“I do not believe we can, through partial socialization 
of our marketing methods, bring any ultimate or lasting 
benefit to the grain grower. 
So long as we produce either- 
recurring or accidental surpluses, to be sold in world mar­ 
kets, we must share the world’s fortunes in prices receiv­ 
ed.” 
ll 
In this country we are nfire interested in what hap­ 
pens to cotton than to the maijkot in wheat, but we cannot 
be indifferent to the conditions that allect that commodity 
and we have every right to believe that if the federal farm 
board plans will not work to the benefit ot the wheat I arm­ 
er they will fall short of relieving the cotton farmer. 
Leaders in the farm relief movement are much inter­ 
ested in the curtailment of the-cotton acreage. 
They take 
the position given iii the telegHm of Mr. Lonsdale, that if 
there is over production the efforts of the farm board will 
not be effective and that only the purchase of large 
amounts of cotton by the government, to be held off the 
market, would relieve the situation as far as the grower is 
considered. 
And there is reason to believe that this rebel 
would be but temporary. 
An assured market, backed by 
government funds, would lead almost certainly to surpluses 
and in the end we would have a huge amount of money tied 
up in cotton that sooner or later would have to be disposed 
of. 
If it were sold it would break the market. 
It it were 
disposed of in some other manner there would be an eco­ 
nomic loss that would be reflected in conditions over the 
entire country and the cotton grower would suffer in some 
measure. 
It would appear that the only salvation for the cotton 
farmer, as for the wheat farmer, is to plant a smaller acre­ 
age and more land to other crops; to more nearly raise 
on his own land those products which he himself consumes 
or which may be sold to his neighbor tor home u.*e.

The Church and Schools 


The movement inaugurated by Superintendent H. L. 
Durham, of the Bryan public schools, to have the ministers 
of the city address the white pupils at each school build­ 
ing once each week h a s much to commend it and no one 
should find fault with the plan. 
Frequently there crops out an agitation for or against 
the readings of the Bible in the public schools. 
Older per­ 
sons can remember when the reading of a chapter or of 
a series of verses was a part of the daily program, but in 
the public schools this bas passed due to denominational 
feeling among the citizens of the various states and com­ 
munities. 
But the plan mapped out by Mr. Durham and joined 
in by the clergy of the city, both Protestant and Catholic, 
has not this objection, if that term may be used. 
No de­ 
nominational or controversial subjects will be introduced. 
On thc> other hand the addresses will be entirely non- de­ 
nominational. 
There is every reason why the church should cooper­ 
ate more closely with the public schools than they do. 
There is need for moral as well as physical and mental 
training and in this the ministers of the city can play a part 
in their weekly appearances before the students ot the 
city schools. 
In this day and age many children are brought up 
almost entirely outside of church influences and the slen­ 
der contact that may be the result of the weekly talks by 
the ministers of the city should be a good influence in many 
young lives and give them a new slant on ‘.he importance 
of right living.

The Parrish bill providing that three-fourths of the 
liny of county commissioners and one-fourth the pay of the 
county judge be taken from the road and bridge fund in­

Reduced Acreage 
Cotton Urged by 
Alvord Monday 


Charles IL 
Alvord, 
associated 
with the cotton division of the fed­ 
eral farm board, was in Houston 
Monday to confer with members of 
the agricultural departm ent of the 
Chamber of Commerce and 
S. 
E. Holland, president of the Hous­ 
ton National bank, and chairman 
of the agricultural committee of 
the Texas State Banker’s associa­ 
tion, concerning the critical situa­ 
tion confronting the cotton pro­ 
ducers in connection with the 1930 
cotton crop. 
“ We are threatened,” Mr. Al­ 
vord said, “ with a large surplus 
of cotton, and unless something is 
done to change the minds of the 
farm ers with reference to the 1930 
program, we will find ourselves 
in a more critical condition in the 
fall of this year than we did in 
1920. 
It is the purpose 
of 
the 
farm board to support the program 
of the “tate agricultural 
and me­ 
chanical colleges of the Southern 
states .and cooperating agencies in 
their safe farm ing program call­ 
ing fo r less acres of cotton and 
more acres of feed and foodstuffs.’.' 
“ The hoard also is interested,’ 
he continued, “ in encouraging far­ 
mers to produce a better quality ot 
Cotton and in assisting them in g et­ 
ting a better price for this better 
product a fte r it has been.harvested 
but if the farm ers of the 
South 
plant an increased acreage 
and 
harvest only an average yield an 
acre, there will be more cotton 
than the world will consume, 
and 
no governm ental or any other a g ­ 
ency can render much assistance in 
handling such unwieldly surplus." 
The statem en t issued by 
Carl 
Williams, cotton 
m em ber of 
the 
farm hoard, should be heeded by 
•Very Southern farm er,” Mr. Al­ 
vord declared. 
“ It is easier," 
he 
continued, "to prevent, rather than 
to control, a surplus, and what the 
board does this year will he gov­ 
erned by what the farm er does at 
planting time.

Littleton was known as a leader 
among the negroes of his commu­ 
nity and was said to be a great 
leader.
